Escaped Death 
Police said the car, trav el­ 
ing at high speed, swerv ed 
from the highway and ram­ 
med into the rear of a 20-ton 
cement truck parked on the 
road shoulder with a flat tire. 
William Taylor, Victorv ille, 
driv er of the truck, said he 
was beneath his truck chang­ 
ing a tire when he saw the 
speeding car approach.

escape before the crash.

heav y v ehicle but two feet and 
Taylor escaped uninjured. 
Dozed At Wheel

The Elwood, Ind., of 18 9 2 into 
which Wendell Willkie was born 
was a liv ing laboratory of social 


and economic maladjustment. It 
was the perfect place for a sen­ 
sitiv e, inquisitiv e, young boy to 
acquire a deep-seated social • con­ 
science. 
Once a typical sleeply » country 
town, in the heart of the corn 
belt, Elwood became a magnet 


for industry with the discov ery 
of its natural gas supply. 
So 
profuse was the supply a t one 
time th at it was found more eco­ 
nomical 
to leav e 
street lights 
burning all day than to hire men 
to extinguish and light them. 
But by the time th at Wen Will- 


kie was a boy, the gas supply 
had all but been exhausted. Much 
of the industry which had rushed 
to it deserted Elwood, leav ing 
behind many of the m igrant la­ 
borers it had imported. 
In this maladjusted town the 
Willkies were comparativ ely well- 
to-do citizens. 
Herman Willkie 
had made money in real estate 
during the boom days, though he 
lost much of it in the panic of 
18 9 3. He had built a three-story, 
green frame house not far from 
the town high school. 


LIBRARY PRID E 
OF W ILLK IE HOME 
To many citizens of Elwood, 
the most imressiv e aspects of the 
Willkie home were the stained 
glass windows or the huge, cheery 
six-foot liv ing room fireplace. To 
the 
Willkies 
themselv es, 
the 
pride and joy of their home was 
a 6700 v olume library. 
The late Herman and Henriet­ 
ta Willkie both were lawyers. 
(Mrs. Willkie was the first wo­ 
man ev er adm itted to the In­ 
diana bar.) 
They read exten­ 
siv ely, and encouraged their chil­ 
dren to do likewise. 
It was here that young Wen 
acquired his 
rav enous 
appetite 
for reading—which today is his 
one hobby. 
Ev en at his office 
books litter ev ery av ailable inch 
of space. 
In both books and mov ies his 
weakness is thrillers. In addition, 
he manages to read ev ery week 
a couple of non-fiction books of 
ev ery shade of political colora­ 
tion. 
Because books hav e giv en 
Willkie 
a 
sympathetic 
under­ 
standing of many problems, his 
friends include radical and reac­ 
tionary. 


WOULD JUST AS SOON 
ARGUE AS EAT 
At the Willkie dinner table in 
Elwood, 
the conv ersation often 
turned to the issues raised by 


new books of the day. 
In en­ 
suing arguments young Wen need­ 
ed all his wits to keep up with 
the keen, searching minds of his 
law-trained parents. 
Argument is another Willkie 
lov e that hangs ov er from his 
early youth. 
Today he’d as soon argue as 
eat. 
At the end of a meal, Will­ 
kie is likely to hav e no notion 
of what he ate because he was 
carried away in argum ent during 
the dinner. This may explain his 
decided preference for plain food. 
Being but one of six children 
of busy parents and growing up 
in an informal town, it was nat­ 
ural that Wen should not be­ 
come ov er conscious of his dress. 
He 
was 
usually 
immaculately 
clean, but seldom neat. The con­ 
tinuation to the present of these 
charactertistics is the bane of 
his wife’s existence. 
His appearance is not entire­ 
ly unconscious, howev er, for he 
candidly admits- that “in my bus- 
ness it’s an asset to look like 
an Indiana farm er.” 
Many of the Willkie neighbors 
like to remember young Wen as 
the local “bad boy.” 
Exploits 
he certainly did hav e, 
as the 
time he lowered himself by his 
suspenders from the roof of the 
Elwood gas tank to paint his 
class numerals on it. 
But most 
of the stories of his wild and 
boisterous youth hav e become ex­ 
aggerated by time and frequent 
teliing. 


FIR ST W ORKED 
AT HOUSE MOVING 
Wen got his first job when he 


was 11. 
He went to work with 
his older brother, 
Ed, 
carting 
the small abandoned houses of 
Elwood’s migrant factory workers 
out to the surrounding 
farms 
and selling them to new farm ­ 
ers. 
In 
this v aried 
atm osphere- 
some work, some play, and al­ 
ways reading, and keen discussion 
-blue-eyed, exuberant Wen Will­ 
kie grew up. 
He did not spend 
his entire youth in Elwood, for 
his father trav eled 
extensiv ely, 
both as a circuit judge and as 
superintendent, of schools at Fort 
Wayne. 
But Elwood was Wen’s 
principal home, until, when he 
j 
was 15, he went to join his eld- j 
er brothers at the Univ ersity of | 
Indiana.

W ASHINGTON, 
J uly 
8.—If 
y ou ask national defense officials 
how the big program is going, 
y ou w ill be 
informed 
“ great— 
couldn’t be better,” but a more 
thorough search down deep in­ 
side will detect some disappoint­ 
m ent and surprise at the fiscal 
delay s that have been encoun­ 
tered. 
The question 
of 
when 
this country will be ready for 
any eventuality 
is clearly still 
undetermined. 
W hat started out as a pro­ 
gram to produce 1000 planes a 
day within six months, for in­ 
stance, has turned out to be a 
program which will bring 20 en­ 
gines per month, 
starting 
ten 
months from now. 
This much v.'as virtually an­ 
nounced by the national defense 
advisory commission in 
making 
public the deal 
with 
Packard 
motors for 9 000 aircraft engines 
(6000 for Britain, 3000 for us). 
Tooling the plant w ill require 10 
months, 
and 
a 
maximum pro­ 
duction of 840 per month cannot 
be reached for 15 months. 
This 
compares with the foiled Ford 
deal which promised 1000 planes 
a day in six months time. 
No lack of speed is evident in 
the defense commission, but as 
the chief of staff, General Ar­ 
nold, once told a congressional 
committee: 
It takes a hen 21 
day s to hatch an egg, 
and 
no 
m atter what 
y ou 
or 
the 
hen 
m ay do, 
it 
cannot be 
accom­ 
plished faster. 
Of course, y ou 
can get two hens and double the 
number of eggs y ou will receive, 
but it will still take twenty -one 
day s from the time y ou start. 
Those in charge are proud of 
their record of having let $14,- 
330,000 of contracts in the first 
few weeks of operation up to 
J uly 6, out of the billions that 
have 
been 
appropriated. 
Nine 
contracts for war materials have 
been let. 
The sw iftest producing 
contract will start delivering ac­ 
tual material within six months. 
The slowest will probably take a 
y ear. 
For instance, a $5,400,000 
contract for light motorized tank's 


with an Ohio 
motor 
company 
will probably not bring the first 
tank for twelve months. 
A $4,- 
600,000 purchase of anti-aircraft 
fire control devices will proba­ 
bly bring the first devices in six 
months, as the contractor is al­ 
ready operating along those pro­ 
ductive lines. 
An order of $9 00,- 
000 for sub-machine guns may 
require 
six 
to 
eight 
months; 
$800,000 for anti-aircraft gun car­ 
riages, ten months to a y ear. The 
other contracts awarded include 
three for anti-aircraft fire con 
trol appliances ($800,000 to one 
concern, $700,000 to another, and 
$530,000 to the third) upon which 
deliveries will not be sw ift be­ 
cause the concerns are not now 
manufacturing the devices. 
An 
order for $240,000 for panoramic 
telescopes and parts is expected 
to bring faster action. 
With all the drive and force 
that the President and his ef­ 
ficient business leaders, 
Messrs. 
Knudsen and Stettinius, are put­ 
ting into the effort, it appears, 
therefore, their initial ambitious 
goals, have retreated. 
Remnants of minor displeasure 
with Ford are still 
evident 
in 
administration quarters although 
no criticism has 
been 
offered 
publicly . Negotiations were start­ 
ed with Ford May 31 and the 
substitute Packard contract de­ 
veloped J uly 3, which means at 
least a month was lost by the 
failure of the Ford deal. 
Ford could have 
tooled 
his 
plant at least two months faster 
than any one else because of his 
vast facilities, and while there is 
some inclination here within of­ 
ficialdom to doubt his announced 
promise to produce 1000 planes 
a day within 
six months, 
his 
facilities would no doubt have 
permitted faster results than will 
now be possible. 
Failure of the negotiations is 
attributed by officials to a m is­ 
understanding 
by 
Edsel 
Ford 
of his father’s wishes. 
Edsel did 
not understand hrs father would 
decline the two-thirds of the con­ 
tract which was British.

In recent week s there has been 
much discussion to the effect that if 
Hitler tak es over France, as he has 
done, he will force Europe into a 
barter system, 
refuse to ac­ 
cept our gold, 
and thus im­ 
pair or destroy 
its value. 
- W hile this 
a r t i c l e w as 
written before 
Hitler’s term s 
to France were 
k nown, one au­ 
thoritative re­ 
p ort received 
from E urop e 
states that Hit­ 
ler w ill de­ 
m and all of 
France’s gold. 
Whether he will get it is one thing, 
since it (or claims to it) has, ap­ 
parently, been transferred to Brit­ 
ain. But the significant pomt for us 
here is that Hitler wants the gold if 
he can get it. 
And why should he not want it. 
Gold is the most remark able com­ 
modity in the world. Barter cannot 
possibly be as effective as gold in 
international ex changes. In 
f*ct . 
barter is the most primitive and 
cumbersome method of ex chahge 
k nown. It is not work able tor any 
great length of time or to any great 
ex tent. It does not facilitate trade; 
it hampers it It is for these reasons 
that money, as a medium of ex ­ 
change, has replaced barter. And of 
all money, none facilitates interna­ 
tional ex changes as effectively as 
gold, or currency and credit resting 
upon it 
To assume, therefore, that 
a bar­ 
ter system could for long, or to 
any 
great ex tent, replace trade in terms 
of gold is completely unwarranted. 
Then, in think ing that 
H i t l e r 
could destroy the value of our gold, 
It must be remembered that the 
‘‘value’* of gold can -« far to three 
things; 


1. It can refer to the gold price 
of gold—that is, the number of gold 
dollars into which an ounce of gold 
is coined. Our government has pro­ 
vided that we shall coin ao ounce 
of pure gold into $35. So long as 
we are a sovereign nation, our gov­ 
ernment alone decides the number 
of gold dollars into which we shall 
coin an ounce of gold. Hitler can­ 
not change that—not unless he can 
replace our Congress or persuade it 
to mak e a change. 
2. The value of gold can refer to 
the paper money price of gold. Be­ 
cause of a system of indirect con­ 
version of our paper money into 
gold at the rate of $35 per fine ounce 
of gold, it is not lik ely that our 
paper money price of gold will 
change. Certainly Hitler 
c a n n ot 
change it. And where other nations 
have been forced to give up gold 
temporarily and to fall back upon 
a 
cheaper currency, the paper money 
price of gold has risen rather than 
fallen. 
3. The value of gold can also re­ 
fer to the purchasing power of gold 
in terms of other commodities—that 
is, it can refer to our price level 
(As the price level rises the value 
of gold falls, and vice versa.) Bui 
Hitler cannot control our price level; 
and if any of his acts should con­ 
tribute, for ex ample, to a rise in ou t 
price level, this fall in the value ol 
gold means nothing more than that 
our price level has risen. There is 
nothing new nor strange about a 
fluctuation in our price level; that 
has always tak en place, and it would 
not (at least, it need not) affect the 
value of gold in the two preceding 
senses. 
For all these reasons, the common 
popular suppositions, assertions, and 
fears regarding Hitler’s impairment 
or destruction of the “value" of our 
gold are without support in fact 
Hitler shows a better understanding 
of the importance of gold in this 
current world situation by trying to 
g« t ail he can of it.

Another weakness of our social 
advance is the tremendous public 
debt and the oppressive taxation 
that it occasions. 
And this, during a preparedness 
emergency, endangers the very life 
of the nation because it reduces 
the efficiency of 
the 
factories 
upon which we must rely for 
mass production of war supplies. 
Therefore there is no choice, con­ 
sistent with our national safety, 
but lay aside the President’s soc­ 
ial program at least during the 
emergency. Nor would this im­ 
pose hardship on American labor 
comparable withf what the whole 
German nation bore while build­ 
ing the war machine that 
now 
compels us and other democracies 
to build defenses, at enormous 
cost, against it. Their hours were 
long, wages and profits low. None 
were retired or 
excused 
from 
work. But inspired by 
the 
fat 
spoils to be won, they submitted 
gladly to conditions harder than 
we can imagine. There were no 
strikes, no wage advances, no 
excess profits. 
So, as they toiled and sweat 
and hungered that they might 
plunder and murder other peoples, 
we shall have to sacrifice to fave 
what is ours of life and property. 
And what is of utmost and im­ 
mediate concern to us now is a 
president and a 
congress 
who 
have the desire and the ability to 
keep these aggressors out of this 
hemisphere by building 
defenses 
they dare not attack, and to 
do 
this without waste, and moun­ 
tains of public debt that will op­ 
press our posterity 
for 
untold 
generations yet unborn.
